WASHINGTON, July 0.—The final vote 


-on the tariff bill will be taken before ad- 
journment tomorrow. The agreement 
is as follows: "That the debate on the 
tariff bill shall proceed under the five 
minute rule after 1 p.m. tomorrow, and 
•that the final vote on the bill shall be 
taken before adjournment tomorrow." 


Mr. Allison did not ask that the hoar

The limitation 
of speeches after 1 p.m. to five minutes 
will bring the debate within narrow 
limits. 


The announcement by the vice-presi-

Architects May Compete for Govern- 


ment Fees, 


WASHINGTON, June 6.—The secretary 


of the treasury has issued regulations 
carrying into effect the act of congress 
approved February 20,1803, and known 
as the Tarnsey act. This act authorizes 
the secretary to obtain plans and speci- 
fications for buildings by competition 
between architects, citizens of 
the 


United States. Under these regulations 
at loaet five architects, of good profes- 
sional standing, will be requested by the 
secretary to submit competitive plans, 
specifications and drawings for each 
building to be erected, the merits of 
which will be investigated by a com- 
mittee consisting of the supervising 
architect of the treasury and two archi- 
tects or experts in construction, who 
will report to the secretary lor hie ap- 
proval. The architect whose designs 
are accepted will receive in compensation 
for hia fall professional services, includ- 
ing local supervision of building, a fee 
computed at the rate of five per cent 
upon all Bums up to $500,000, 3K per 
cent on the next (500,000 or any part 
thereof, and 2)£ per cent upon any ex- 
cess beyond $1,000,000. 


The department, however, reserves 


the right to reject any or all plans. 


The eupervlalng architect's office will 


furnish all data as to colt and general 
requirements of the buildings placed in 
competition and the successful architect 
will be awarded a commission to pre- 
pare plans, drawings and specifications 
and locally supervise the building won 
in any competition. The department 
will provide a competent euper ntend- 
ent of construction whose qualifications 
shall be passed upon by the architect.

He ex- 
plained the oparatlou of bis anti-trust 
amendment at leneth and argued that it 
furnished a feasible method of reaching 
the great trusts engaged in interstate 
commerce.

it another far reaching proposition, lie 
thought the seizure and confiscation pro-

A Young Man Srnoualy Hurt at
